London, Aug. 16.—The government,
now thoroughly convinced that all law-

CONSTANTINE IS FIRM

King Insists That New Cabinet
Maintain the Strictest
Neutrality.

London, Aug. 16.—The first open
move in the great Balkan game of
diplomacy, in which victory for the
Allies would bring to their aid
nearly two million veteran troops
and insure the opening of the Dar-
danelles and the crushing of Ture
key, came to-day, when the pro-Gere
men Greek Cabinet, headed by Gou-
naris, was forced to resign shortly
after the meeting of the Greek Par«
liament.

No word has been received from
Nish, where the Serbian Parliament
also was to meet, and where thea
Serbian government will leave to its
decision the question of yielding to
Bulgaria the territory she demands
as a condition of launching her army
against the Turks.

News that the Bulgarian delegates
had been withdrawn from Constanti-
nople caused much speculation here,
the consensus of opinion being that
Turkey is o confident of her present
position that she does not feel under
any compulsion to make concessions
to Bulgaria’s desires,
